PENSION CASES. 
DOUBLE IN YEAR 


Number on County Rolls Now 
Twice as Many as in 
1936, Report 








More than twice as many pen- 
sion cases were on the San Bernar- 
dino welfare department rolls Au- 
guest 1 than at the same time in 
1936, Mrs. Maude S. Bell, director 
of the department, reported. 

The figure at the start of this 
month was 2.857 cases, an increase 
of 95 since July ‘1. A much larger 
increase is expected after Sept. 1 
with the new liberalized _ pension 
plan becoming effective. Mrs, Bell 
predicts that by Oct. 1 the pension 
total in the county will be nearly 
4,000. 

Cost of old age pensions for the 
next fiscal year will more than 
double the $834,000 cost of last 
year, she said. The new law re- 
moves the necessity of recipients 
having to file a lien against their

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Squatters Take All 


Somewhat of an idea as to what may be the fate of tax- 
yers in California may be gotten by the following from the 
Puente Journal: 

‘‘No one can blame a hungry, desperate man—whether 
he be our man or the middle west’s man—for voting him- 
self a new deal if he gets the opportunity, even if it queers 
the deal for those who have fed him in his period of ex- 
tremity. But the nation-wide hunger march on California, 
which has brought us nearly half a million penniless 
refugees in less than five years, has most serious implica- 
tions for California taxpayers. 

‘Three hundred thousand of our new destitute already 
are registered voters. One hundred thousand more, com- 
ing in from the dust bowl this year, will be qualified voters 
at the 1938 election. In Los Angeles county one out of 
every five persons is on relief. And virtually all are regis- 
tered, as citizenship is a first requisite to securing relief. 

‘That desolate army—-in its desperate desire for a new 
foothold—may be expected to vote for anything and every- 
thing which promises food, work, or government subsidy. 
It will vote bond issues with abandon; new taxes and new 
pensions with eager alacrity! And next year’s ballot, un- 
fortunately, is tailor-made for spenders. As the lead-off, 
there’s the Garrison revenue bond act, which would reduce 
the required vote for bond issues from two-thirds to a bare 
majority. Taxpayers, if that act became effective, would 
be in jeopardy of being out-voted by the very migrants 
they have supported ! 

**It is exceedingly unfortunate, under the circumstances, 
that the legislature failed to re-enact the 5 per cent limita- 
tion on yearly budget increases. Happily, however, a 
move is under way which may submit the 5 per cent con- 
trol proviso to the people by initiative. But again, our 
uninvited guests must be taken into consideration. We 
ean hardly expect relief recipients to vote protection for 
taxpayers. 

**Next year’s election, unless California’s stable cit- 
izenry presents a united front against proposed raids on 
state and local treasuries, may well turn into a game of 
*Squatters Take All!’ ”’ 

It is really going to be up to the ‘‘stable citizenry’’ to take 
an interest in the eleetions of the future. If they do not they 
will have so many taxes voted on them by the unstable that it 
will be only a short time until there will be very few left in the 
stable class. It is a very easy matter for irresponsible persons 
to vote taxes for someone else to pay. Time was—and not very 
ammany years ago—when Americans who were not in the great- 
est of need would refuse to accept aid; but today the situation 
is vastly different and many of them are not only accepting aid, 
but even demanding more and more as time goes by. Appar- 
ently they do not believe in that old adage about killing the 
goose that lays the golden egg.

Golden Genesis 


Since the world began, men have fought for gold—or its 
equivalent. ; 

We know about gold in California; we were sired by it. 
We have a golden genesis! 

We are in a position to understand, then, better than most, 
the analysis which Samuel O. Dunn, editor of Railway Age, 
places on the current industrial upheaval in the United States. 
Some may call it a labor-capital war. Mr. Dunn, however, calls 
it ‘‘the gold rush of 1937,’’ a fight for yellow metal! 

But Editor Dunn voices the objection that it is a synthetic 
gold rush, at best, for instead of being a stampede to open wp 
new fields—producing new wealth—this is a rush to jump the 
other fellow’s diggings. It is ‘‘a cash struggle,’’ he asserts, 
between opposing groups of workers, with one group seeking a 
bigger share in the national income at the expense of the other. 
And it is foredoomed to failure, he insists, for the reason that 
there’s not enough gold (or national income) to go around. 

The total national production and income last year aver- 
aged only $1,900 per family. ‘‘There is no way to distribute 
that much income so as to proyide an abundant life for any large 
elass of people,’’ comments Editor Dunn. 

Then he comes to his conclusion: ‘‘Let’s open up new gold 
fields!’’ Instead of pitting the 40 per cent called ‘‘labor’’—in 
industry and transportation—against the 40 per cent who work 
on farms and in rural communities, and the 20 per cent who 
comprise large and small business men, professional men, ‘‘ white 
collar’’ workers, ete., he suggests that we go it the solid way 
and get to work opening up new channels of production—creat- 
ing new income. He recalls that we doubled production in 
this country (doubled the gold flowing from our production) 
in the ten years following the depression of the nineties. That 
was a real gold rush, he suggests, and it can be duplicated in 
the ten years ahead—if we open up new fields instead of work- 
ing over old diggings. 

Editor Dunn, at one time or another, must have been a Cali- 
fornian. He certainly talks our language! 

Motorists will do well to keep in mind the new traffic laws 
which go into effect after Thursday of this week. Towns and 
eounties will also have some new laws to observe. For in- 
stance, no motorists should forget that he will be subject to a 
fine if he fails to use the courtesy beam of his lights when 

passing cars coming from the opposite direction at night. And 
as for cities and counties—henceforth all stop signs posted at 
arterial highways must either be illuminated or have bright re- 
flecting surfaces to make them easily visible at night. There 
has. been many an auto accident caused when a driver unin- 
tentionally went through a ‘‘stop’’ sign that he did not see 
because it was neither illuminated nor in a place where it was 
easy to see. These are two of the new laws that should help 
Jessen automobile accidents.
